THE  HOLY  HCTtllTHlEH  AS  AUTHORITY 
By  ltr^,  B.  F.  KfUnun 

It  la  interesting  tj  observe  the  large  place  that 
man  concedes  to  aSthority  In  the  world  ot  hu¬ 
man  endeavor.  This  becomes  apparent  when  we 
study  man  a#  a  builder  and  as  a  traveler.  His 
activity  In  architecture  and  In  migration  reveals 
a  large  and  constant  deference  to  the  element 
of  authority.  The  nQed  of  authority  In  the  world 
or  destiny  and  the  soul  Is  likewise  apparent.  I 
believe  that  Ood  ha^  fully  provided  this  needed 
element 

Authority  In  Architecture 

Architecture  Is  defined  as  the  art  or  science  of 
building,  especially  the  art  of  building  houses, 
churches  and  other}  structures  for  the  purpose 
of  civil  life  One  callfi  up  from  memory  the  world 
'of  architecture  which  travel  and  observation 
have  painted  there. j 

The  skyscraper  qf  the  American  metropolis, 
stretching  straight  ^up  Into  space  from  tea  to 
forty  stories,  story  upon  story  In  perpendicular 
perfectness  and  precision,  challenging  the  wild 
winds  and  the  severities  of  the  seasons,  outlives 
the  man  who  conceited  and  erected  it. 

The  frontier  fort]  at  Pittsburg,  recalling  the 
Journey  of  Washington  and  the  French  and  In- 
dfan  War,  still  stands  straight  and  symmetrical 
as  when  the  hands  -laid  the  bricks  In  the  soft 
mortar  £6*  years  ago. 

The  Washington  .\(«nument  stretches  its  grace¬ 
ful  column  more  th^n  500  feet  toward  the  snn, 
commemorating  the  life  and  exploits  of  that 
aun-crOwned  American,  George  Washington. 
What  mind  conceived  its  graceful  lines  of  longi¬ 
tude  I  do  not  know;!  but  it  stands  a  stately  sen¬ 
tinel  among  the  centuries,  let  us  hope,  as  a 
tribute  to  the  Father  of  his  Country.  It  Is 
spmmetrical  and  straight  and  strong. 

Among  the  state  okpitols,  I  thing  of  Minnesota 
New  York  and  Iowa  as  representing  perhaps  the 
best  along  these  linfes.  As  I  have  surveyed  the 
Iowa  capitoi  from  within  and  from  without,  And 
remember  that  for  s^ven  years  the  builders  mlxt 
faithfulness  with  the;  mortar  that  holds  its  stones 
In  graceful  symmetry  I  have  said.  "That  bluldltfe 
ought  to  stand  1,0#0  years". 

I  have  loosed  updn  the  homes  of  aristocracy 
at  Newport  and  evefa  In  Omaha,  and  have  been, 
charmed  by  the  harmony  that  makes  their  walls 
and  towers  almost  inusleal.  No  Imperfection  Is 
visible  in  their  outlines — no  bowing  wialls,  no 
tottering  towers,  no  [deviation  from  the  straight 
lines  or  charming  curves  that  define  their  beauty 

The  underlying  secret  of  mate's  accuracy  In 
domic'le  and  temple] and  capitol  and  monument 
is  his  discovery  and  ]  recognition  of  the  element 
of  authority  in  architecture.  The  square,  the 
compass,  the  circle,  the  plumb  line  and  the  foot 
rule  attest  -their  own  absolute  authority  over 
architect  and  bulldeij  and  laborer.  These  are  the 
oracles  of  architecture,  and  the  workman  attests 
bis  faith  In  tneir  absolute  authority  by  bringing 
every  brick  and  stfme  and  timber  Into  sub- 
pectlon  to  the  authority  of  the  square  and  com¬ 
pass  and  plumb  line  iand  foot  rule.  Man's  labors 
outlast  his  life,  because  he  has  laid  brick  and 
stone  and  timber  In  jaccordance  with  authority^ 
Builders  Freedom 

It  was  an  amusing  reverie  the  other  day  to 
imagine  some  Ingenious  pleader  for  builder's 
liberty  Insist  that  ejvery  workman  had  within 
himself  a  divine  mechanical  consciousness:  that 
the  square,  the  compass,  the  foot  rule  and  the 
p'umb  line  were  the  rules  of  the  dead  past.  He 
would  Square  the  stories  henceforth  by  his  human 
consciousness.  His  human  consciousness  would 
be  quite  sufficient  td  establish  leve's  and  recti¬ 
tude  and  form  and  shape  and  outline.  The  only 
trouble  with  such  a  p'ea  would  be  that  no  one 
would  be  willing  to 1  occupy  his  building  If  by 
some  good  fortune  It;  did  not  fall  upon  his  own 
head  long  before  the  last  stone  was  laid. 

A  carpenter  once  built  a  door  frame  at  the 
top  of  the  stairway  In  my  home.  We  had  planned 
to  remove  a  closet  door  and  make  use  of  It  at 
the  top  of  the  stalijway.  Instead  of  carefully 
measuring  the  door  with  his  foot  rule,  he  de¬ 
pended  upon  bis  medhanlcal  consclousneta,  and 


us  a  resu.t  the  frame  was  two  inches  too  wide 
for  the  door.  That  was  no  job  and  the  carpenter 
never  asked  for  bis  pay.  Nobody  pays  for  carpen¬ 
try  on  the  basld  of  mechanical  consciousness. 

Migration 

Next  to  mail's  acceptance  of  authority  in  the 
realm  of  architecture  I  look  into  his  tendency 
toward  migration.  He  moves  about  on  sea  aud 
ISnii,  in  the  air  and  under  the  water.  He  pen¬ 
etrates  forests^  spans  rivers,  tunnels  mountains, 
and  guides  the  prow  ot  his  ship  unerringly  to¬ 
ward  its  destination  over  the  trackless  sea.  He 
hns  discovered!  the  elemeut  of  authority  in  the 
Wor  d  of!  luigrdkiou.  Somewhere  in  the  far  north 
1^  the  mugnetuc  pole,  and  the  compass  guides 
mariner  and  explorer  and  engineer  and  aviator 
with  absolute  authority  as  to  the  coreted  sense 
of  direction.  j|ll  workers  in  the  realm  of  mi¬ 
gration  bow  tu  the  authority  ot  the  compass. 
Every  uncounted  reference  to  the  compass  by 
traveler  or  engineer  or  explorer  or  pilot  on  the 
sba  or  its  the  aijr  is  the  willing  obeisance  at  the 
sUrine  of  authority  in  the  world  of  migration. 

A>  Migratory  Ctmsciousness 

I  pause  longlenough  to  repeat  a  reverie  here 
against  the  principle  ot  authority  in  this  field 
of  human  activity.  Our  ob-.ector  Insists  that 
evei.v  man  has  la  migratory  consciousness;  that 
compass,  like  the  square  and  plumb  line, 
is  but  the  rule  <jjf  past  centuries  over  a  wonderful 
and  progressive!  present  age.  About  the  time  he 
has  succeeded  in  tearing  the  copass  from  our 
vessel  the  paipcugers  may  be  pardonc  1  for 
Jumping  Into  t(m  sea  rather  than  continue  the 
voyage.  When  fjhe  objector  has  had  his  way  we 
shall  cease  to  navigate  the  air  aud  to  sail  the 
sea,  and  the  explorer  and  pioneer  will  go  forth 
no  more.  Authority  in  migration  Is  the  Shibboleth 
of  safety. 

Destiny 

We  come  nototo  that  great  word,  “Destiny,'' 
relating  it  to  Rie  present  life  and  the  life  to 
<.ome)  to  questions  of  conduct  and  creed,  to  re¬ 
lations  human  And  divine.  We  have  seen  that  in 
the  realms  of  architecture  and  migration  God 
has  given  distinct  voices  of  authority,  go  that 
we  may  build  safely  and  move  about  on  the  earth 
without  losing  bur  way.  Is  It  thinkable  that  in 
the  great  realm  of  destiny  and  morals  God  has 
left  us  without  !  square  and  compass  and  plumb 
line  that  we  may  accurately  know  and  trust¬ 
fully  believe?  Is  it  possible  that  in  the  great 
realm  of  human  destiny  we  must  subscribe  to 
that  word  ot  ddepair,  "Every  man  for  himself". 
Ogly  the  consciousness  of  youth  can  be  flattered 
by  the  claim  that  one's  hqman  consciousness 
Is  the  plumbline  an  dcompass  in  the  highest 
realm,  though  njutnifestly  untrustworthy' in  every 
material  realm.] 

Tile  Infallible  Guide 

For  myself  I]  find  it  much  easier  to  believe 
that  God  has  giteu  us  In  the  Holy  Scriptures  the 
infallible  guide  ] in  matters  ot  destiny  and  the 
soul.  I  prefer  this  authority  of  the  inspired  Word 
to  the  discordant  voices  of  men.  The,  Word  of 
God  claims  to  be]  the  critic  of  the  thoughts  and  in¬ 
tents  of  the  heart.  When  man  reverses  the  order 
and  makes  hinjUelf  the  critic  of  the  Inspired 
W’|>rd  he  soon  Ibses  himself  In  the  mazes  of  his 
| It  Is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that 
the  divine  order  and  the  re¬ 
jection  of  Godjk  trustworthy  standard  in  the 
re^lm  of  morals  and  destiny  have  involved  the 
loss  to  many  of  the  supernatural  and  miraculous 
e'dment  from  this  Scripture.  The  virgin  birth,  the 
{vicarious  atonement,  the  deity  of  our  Lord,  his 
bodily  resurrection,  his  ascension  and  return 
often  are  eliminated.  If  man's  human  conscious¬ 
ness  be  the  arbiter.  The  Jesus  who  remains  after 
such  oibasculatlon  is  not  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
of  pld  Testament  prophecy  and  of  the  New  Testa 
ment  manifestation.  Again  the  cry  will  be  raised 
in  the  earth,  ‘"^jhey  have  taken  away  my  Lord, 
and  1  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him.”

I  do  not  know  what  others  may  do,  but  for  tiy- 
self  1  covet,  first,  a  larger  place  In  my  life  and 
thought  and  expression  for  the  holy.  lnerr*(nt 
Word  of  God;  second,  a  more  constant  and 
trustful  proclamation  of  It  In  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  assured  that  the  Word  concerning 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  gospel,  apd 
that  it  centers  about  his  atoning  and  vicarious 
death  and  bodily  resurrection  ascension  g^>d 
return;  and,  third,  the  support  ot  inch  men. 
agencies  and  Institutions  as  stand  clearly  and  tfn- 
equlvoea'ly  for  the  authority  of  the  inerraht 
Scriptures.

CHRISTIAN  WORK  AMONG  STL  RENTS

Did  you  ever  attend  a  college  football  game, 
see  how  the  students  cheered  their  teams,  and 
•silently  express  the  wish  that  this  splendid  ener¬ 
gy  and  enthusiasm  of  youth  might  be  turned  to 
account  for  the  cause  ot  Christ. 

And  did  tbe  thought  ever  creep  into  yo^r 
mind,  even  though  you  permitted  It  to  lu»k 
there  only  for  a  moment,  that  our  young  people 
are  no  longer  religious  and  wll  lnot  respond  to 
the  religious  appeal  when  it  is  properly  pre¬ 
sented  to  them? 

The  writer  is  convinced  that  the  enthusiasjn 
of  college  boys  and  girls  can  be  turned  Into  reli¬ 
gious  channels  and  that  while  these  young  peo¬ 
ple  may  not  intuitively  turn  from  the  many  dis¬ 
tracting  influences  of  college  halls  to  give  spir¬ 
itual  matters  first  place  in  their  lives,  they  will 
respond  to  the  appeal  provided  the  proper. reli¬ 
gious  environment  Is  furnished  and  the  appegl 
Is  roperly  presented  to  them. 

As  substantiating' evidence  on  this  point,  the 
writer  offers  a  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
2nd  dnnual  conventlo  not  the  Baptist  Students 
Union,  of  Texas,  Just  held  at  Baylor  CollegA, 
Belton,  in  which  there  was  college  spirit  galore, 
(the  sections  In  which  the  students  were  seated 
acording  to  the  institutions  from  which  tbejy 
rame  being  designated  by  college  streamers  and 
Tenants  and  the  students  giving  frequent  col¬ 
lege  yel’s  as  opportunity  afforded) — along  with 
one  of  the  finest,  deepest  spiritual  atmospheres 
he  has  seen  In  any  convention  anywhere.  Hp 
found  that  college  spirit  and  religion  will  mix 
with  mutual  advantage. 

Though  the  student  work  In  Texasi  as  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  Baptist  Students'  Union,  fostered 
by  the  Baptist  General  Convention,  Is  little 
more  than  a  year  old.  the  remarkable  hold  l|t 
has  already  obtained  upon  the  8,000  Baptist 
Students  of  the  state  is  best  Indicated  by  th^ 
fact  that  507  students  attended  this  convention!, 
representing  the  14  Baptist  schools  of  Texas,  teg 
state  institutions  and  one  private  college,  Rlep 
Institute  at  Houston. 

For  three  days  these  trained  youhg  men  and 
women,  representing  every  section  of  the  statey 
gave  themselves  to  Intensive  consideration  of 
al<  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  beglnj- 
nlng  at  the  local  church  and  extending  out  tp 
the  end  of  the  earth,  and  their  individual  re 
sponsib'llty  ln  extending  that  Kingdom  fn  ac¬ 
cordance  with  God's  plan  for  their  llv.es.  It  wag 
a  spiritually-minded  group  of  young  people  who 
realized  that  as  Baptists  they  could  make  theli) 
lives  most  effective  In  God’s  service  by  working 
through  the  regu'ar  chanels  of  the  denomination 

The  Baptist  Students  Union,  through  the  leadi 
ershlp  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Boone,  State  Student  Seer* 
tary,  under  the  executive  Board  of  tbe  Baptist 
General  Convention,  Is  a  new  organisation  that 
has  been  launched  In  all  the  Baptist  colleges  of 
Texas,  ten  state  Institutions  and  one  private  ln- 
Instltntlon.  Once  each  year  the  local  Unions 
send  representatlevs  to  a  state  convention  that 
!■  given  over  to  the  dissemination  of  informa¬ 


tion  and  inspiration,  and  the  consideration  ot 
plans  for  more  effective  service.  Probably  the 
most  comprehensive  Idea  of  the  aim  of  the  move¬ 
ment  can  be  afforded  ln  a  setting  forth  of  the 
object  as  embodied  ln  the  constitution  ot  the  lo¬ 
cal  organization;  "The  winning  ot  others  to 
Christ  and  his  church;  the  enlistment  of  Chris¬ 
tians  In  Bible  and  mission  study;  the  training  of 
Individuals  In  the  practice  of  stewardship  and 
service  as  taught  ln  the  New  Testament;  the 
calling  out  of  tbe  called  for  special  service,  and 
the  utilizing  of  Christian  workers  ln  denomina¬ 
tional  activity." 

With  such  alms  diligently  striven  for  by  the 
students(  in  co-operation  with  members  of  the 
faculties,  there  Is  every  assurance  that  Baptist 
boys  and  girls  and  young  men  and  women  will 
not  only  be  better  equipped  for  going  through 
college  with  their  Christian  faith  unimpaired, 
but  with  their  seal  in  Christian  service  unabated 
as  well. 

The  Union  seeks  to  solve  tbe  problem  of  mul¬ 
tiplicity  of  organizations  among  the  students 
that  Is  the  bane  of  college  presidents  nearly 
everywhere,  by  merging  Into  one  organization 
all  forms  of  essential  religious  activity,  and 
strive  to  give  to  these  activities  a  most  distinc¬ 
tive,  vital  denominational  motive,  by  centering 
them  ln  a  distinctively  Baptist  body,  is  thus  sup¬ 
planting  the  college  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and 
other  interdenominational  organizations  that 
have  functioned  in  probably  a  majority  of  our 
Baptist  schools  in  tbe  past  and  are  to  be  reund 
ln  many  of  them  yet.  There  is  nothing  narrow¬ 
minded  in  the  B.  8.  U.  It  not  only  seeks  to  do 
all  the  essential  things  that  were  done  by  the 
inter-denominational  organizations  but  many 
other  needed  things  as  well,  and  strives  to  reach 
and  develop  the  students  in  the  name  of  Christ, 
and  the  Baptist  portion  of  the  students  ln  the 
name  of  the  Baptist  denomination.  The  Y.  W.  A. 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  the  organized  Bible  class, 
the  three  most  prominent  phases  or  Baptist 
work  In  the  colleges  heretofore,  are  all  adequa¬ 
tely  taken  care  of  in  the  new  and  more  compre¬ 
hensive  Baptist  Students  Union,  each  of  these 
becoming  a  distinctive  department  of  the  B.  8. 
U.  has  its  work  in  the  colleges  divided  Into  five 
major  departments  as  follows;  One  for  young 
men  preparing  for  business  or  professional  life; 
another  for  young  women  preparing  for  home¬ 
makers.  business  or  professional  life;  a  third 
for  special  workers,  young  men  and  women  stu¬ 
dying  for  special  lines  of  Christian  service,  such 
as  educational  directors  in  Sunday  8chools,  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  workers,  student  secretaries  gospel 
singers,  Y.  W.  A.  workers.  teachers  in  moun¬ 
tain  mission  schools,  settlement  workers  and 
the  like;  a  fourth  group  for  volunteers,  men 
and  women,  preparing  themselves  for  work  on 
the  foreign  mission  fie'ds  and  persons  of  foreign 
b'rth  In  the  homeland,  and  a  fifth  group  for 
young  men  preparing  to  become  pastors  or  evan¬ 
gelists.  In  this  way.  every  Baptist  student,  no 
matter  to  what  field  of  service  he  or  she  feels 
called.  Is  encouraged  to  prepare  himself  or  her¬ 
self  to  be  of  the  largest  possible  usefulness  to 
Christ  and  the  denomination  after  leaving  col¬ 
lege. 

It  will  be  Interesting  to  note  In  this  connec¬ 
tion  that  the  convention  voted  to  ask  the  ap¬ 
proaching  session  of  the  Baptist  state  convention 
to  en'arge  the  student  work  so  as  to  proylde  for 
its  extension  Into  the  High  Schools  of  the  state. 

From  Texas  and  the  8outh  as  a  whole  Secre¬ 
tary  Boone  procured  leading  men  and  women  to 
bring  vital  messages  to  the  students  on  every 
phase  of  denominational  and  kingdom  work  and 
the  climax  of  the  convention  was  reached  on 
Sunday  morning  when  Dr.  L.  R.  Scarborough  of 
the  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
speaking  on  the  theme  "Answering  the  Call", 
urged  upon  the  students  the  call  of  God  to  their 
hearts  for  special  service.  As  a  result  of  this 
appeal  185  young  men  and  women  dedicated 
their  lives  for  the  first  Urns  to  be  used  of  Ood 
however  and  wherever  He  called.  Eighty-five 
who  had  already  decided  to  engage  In  some  spe¬ 
cial  form  of  Christian  service  bnt  who  had  not 


made  complete  surrender  to  God's  will  dedicated 
themselves  wholly  to  this  will,  and  86  others 
who  felt  called  to  some  definite  service  but  who 
wanted  additional  light  as  to  God’s  plan  for 
tnem  or  additional  grace  to  make  the  surrender 
asked  for  the  prayers  ot  the  people  present.  It 
was  a  neart-searching  service  of  tremendous 
spiritual  power  and  had  in  It  large  significance 
lor  the  future  of  Baptist  work  in  Texas  and  else¬ 
where.  Another  evidence  of  the  spiritual  power 
of  the  convention  was  afforded  ln  the  fact  that 
a  young  man  and  a  young  woman  from  different 
Institutions  came  there  seeking  Christ  and  both 
found  Him  before  leaving  and  dedicated  their 
lives  to  His  service.  Une  of  the  contributing 
iaciors  to  this  high  spiritual  tide  was  the  prayer¬ 
ful  attitude  of  the  students  themselves.  For 
weeks  beforehand  frequent  prayer  services  had 
been  held  ln  all  the  Institutions  ln  the  Interest 
of  a  spiritual  convention. 

Miss  Louise  Foreman,  as  special  field  worker, 
gives  herself  largely  to  visitation  of  the  schools 
and  personal  conferences  with  tbe  young  women 
in  the  dormitories  on  all  phases  of  their  religi¬ 
ous  life,  and  to  conferences  with  the  officers  of 
the  local  B.  S.  U.  on  the  work  of  that  organisa¬ 
tion.  Local  student  secretaries  are  stationed  at 
the  University  of  Texas,  A.  A  M.  College,  tbe  Col¬ 
lege  of  Industrial  Arts  and  three  of  the  sUte  nor 
mal  colleges.  Dr.  O.  P.  Campbell,  secretary  at 
the  University  of  Texas,  is  also  professor  in 
charge  of  the  Baptist  Chair  of  the  Bible  in  that 
institution.  All  the  students  from  the  state  In¬ 
stitutions  bore  testimony  to  the  better  spiritual 
and  denominational  life  that  has  come  to  their 
institutions  since  the  launching  of  this  definite 
denominational  work  among  the  Baptist  stu¬ 
dents 

In  many  of  the  sutes  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  tbe  churches  In  college  towns  are  be¬ 
ing  strengthened  by  the  state  boards  ln  order 
that  they  may  more  adequately  care  lr  the  stu¬ 
dent  situation,  but  the  Texas  brethren  nave  gone 
a  step  further  ln  providing  for  regular  salaried 
workers  among  the  Baptist  sudents  of  state  ln- 
stutlons.  The  point  was  made  in  the  Belton 
convention  that  attendance  upon  state  insttu- 
tfons  of  learning  has  quadrupled  ln  the  past 
tweny  years  and  that  Baptists  constitute  a 
large  proportion  of  these  growing  student  bod¬ 
ies.  Then  it  was  felt  it  would  not  be  best  for 
all  the  Bapt.st  young  men  and  women  to  be  ed¬ 
ucated  In  Baptist  institutions  even  If  our  own 
In  stitutlons  were  equal  In  equipment  and  en¬ 
dowment  to  the  task,  for  the  leavening  influ¬ 
ence  of  Baptist  ideals  is  needed  In  the  state  In¬ 
stitutions  and  the  Baptist  cause  will  ever  need 
men  and  women  of  the  influence  which  careers 
in  sUte  institutions  will  give  them  ln  circles 
not  reached  by  our  owh  colleges.  With  all 
these  considerations  ln  mind  the  Baptists  of 
Texas  are  reaching  both  the  sUte  of  the  private 
schools  as  well  as  their  own  colleges,  with  this 
message  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and  the  interests 
of  the  denomination.  While  the  writer  makes 
no  pretensions  in  the  field  of  prophecy,  be  ven¬ 
tures  the  statement  that  no  movement  among 
us  In  recent  years  bears  larger  prospect  for  king 
dom  service  than  this  definite  allngment  of  our 
service  along  all  the  lines  fostered  by  onr  de¬ 
trained  young  men  and  women  of  today  who  will 
be  our  leaders  of  tomorrow  In  definite  Christian 
nomination. 

This  movement  ln  Texas  is  peculiarly  signifi¬ 
cant  at  this  time  in  view  of  the  launching  of  a 
Southwide  student  work  by  a  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  representatives  of  the  Foreign  Mission, 
Home  Mission,  Sunday  School  and  Education 
Boards  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The 
Texas  organization,  carefully  formulated  by  Sec¬ 
retary  Boone  after  frequent  and  prolonged  con¬ 
ferences  with  denominational  leaders  and  repre- 
sentatlve  students,  and  mature  and  prayerful 
consideration  of  all  the  Issues  Involved,  doubt¬ 
less  has  in  It  many  good  points  that  will  be  of 
vast  assistance  In  launching  the  Baptist  student  # 
work  on  a  Southwide  ecale.

My  dear  Editor: 

I  hare  Just  returned  from  a  trip  to  Texas 
sod  while  there  I  saw  two  things  on  movements 
which  to  me  are  so  significant  that  I  am  at¬ 
tempting  through  the  columns  of  your  paper  to 
acquaint  the  Baptists  of  your  state  with  them. 
Of  these  two  movements  or  achievements —  for 
such  they  may  be  called — I  have  been  hearing 
for  some  time  but  on  my  recent  visit  I  saw 
them  with  my  own  eyes  and  am  persuaded  that 
they  are  not  only  an  answer  but  a  solution  of 
two  important  phases  of  student  life.”

On  October  28-30  there  was  held  at  Baylor 
College,  Belton,  Texas,  the  second  annual  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Baptist  Student  Association  of 
Texas  with  more  than  800  delegates  enrolled 
from  the  13  Baptist  schools  of  the  state  along 
with  the  Institutions  under  state  control.  In¬ 
cluding  every  Normal  School  in  Texas,  the  A. 
and  M.  Col'ege  and  the  State  University.  In  fact 
the  presiding  officer  announced  that  no  school 
that  had  been  Invited  to  send  delegates  to  the 
Convention  had  failed  to  comply  with  the  re¬ 
quest. 

What  Is  the  Baptist  Student  Association  or 
as  It  Is  called  In  Tefas,  the  S.  B.  A.*  The  answer 
la  that  It  Is  a  most  encouraging  attempt  on  the 
part  of  Texas  Baptists  to  minister  to  the  Chris¬ 
tian  and  to  the  denominational  life  of  Baptist 
students  In  their  own  and  in  other  schools  of 
the  state.  During  my  college  days  I  attended 
two  state-wide  meetings  of  students  from  all 
the  colleges  In  the  state;  denominational  and 
otherwise.  These  two  meetings  were  Interdenom¬ 
inational  In  character  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  Texas  Baptists,  however, 
without  the  slightest  Intention  of  being  dis¬ 
agreeable,  have  come  to  tbe  conclusion  that 
they,  themselves,  and  not  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are 
responsible  for  the  Christian  and  denominational 
development  of  their  students  In  the  various 
colleges  and  universities,  and  the  B.  8.  A.  Is 
the  expression  that  conclusion.  Prom  all  that 
I  cou’d  see  apid  near  the  new  organisation 
functions  well.  Not  only  does  It  seek  to  strength¬ 
en  the  Inner  religious  life  of  the  student  but 
also  makes  ample  porvlslon  for  his  acquaintance 
with  every  phase  of  our  organized,  denomina¬ 
tional  life,  thus  sending  him  back  home  an 
active  and  Intelligent  church  worker.  Save  for 
two  addresses,  I  was  a  silent  but  Intensely  In¬ 
terested  looker  on  I  came  away  profoundly  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  opportuneness  and  of  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  the  B.  8.  A.  and  hoping  that  this  organl- 
batlon  or  one  like  It  might  be  set  up  In  every 
stalk  in  which  the  Houthern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  operates.  I  would  not  take  from  any  one 
the  smallest  portion  of  praise  which  Is  his  due.

TWo  such  Hal’s  are  now  In  operation,  and  on  the 
day  of  my  visit  the  afternoon  paper  announced 
that  the  Methodists  would  begin  forthwith  the 
e flection  of  a  $100,000  Dormitory  for  the  ben- 
efiik  of  Methodist  girls  attending  the  University. 

| The  other  Tact  Is  the  establishment  of  Chairs 
ol)  the  Bible  In  connection  with  the  University. 
T|b  University  Regents  realise  thtat  the  state 
caijnot  pay  for  religious  instruction,  but  they 
slab  rea'lze  the  value  of  such  Instruction  and 
bate  accordingly  encouraged  mnder  certain  con¬ 
ditions  the  establishment  of  Bible  Chairs  under 
denominational  control.  As  a  result,  there  are 
n<yl  five  such  chairs,  approved  by  the  University, 

•  ml  students  in  these  departments  receive  credit 
toward  ihelr  University  degree.  The  classes  do 
not  recite  In  the  bul'dlngs  of  the  University  but 
In  ihe  various  houses  of  worship  near  by.  The 
ahl|  incumbent  of  the  Baptist  Chair  of  the  Bible 
Is  Rev.  O.  P.  Campbell.  an  A.  M.  of  Wake  Forest 
(  <»4ege  and  a  graduate  of  Croser  Theological 
Seminary.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor 
ho  [gives  material  assistance  to  the  pastor  of 
thi^  University  Baptist  Church  In  his  work  among 
t  hS 'students. 

1l*he  reaction  In  favor  of  Christian  education

That  Is  all  his  article  demonstrates. 

What  excuse  I  gave  anyone  In  my  article  for 
being  cast  out  among  tbe  Infidels  and  atheists 
classed  among  those  who  “go  a-whorlng“  (how 
delicate  is  this  gentleman  In  his  brotherly  dis¬ 
cussion!)  and  nominated  an  “Achan  In  the  camp 
,  of  Israel",  does  not  appear. 

As  to  the  last  charge,  I  might  be  guilty  of  all 
Mister  Tull  accuses  me  and  yet  not  be  guilty  of 
Achan's  sin  of  stealing  and  lying  about  It.

But  he  was  still  obdurate,  and  said  I 
should  get  the  church  first.  So  forth 
I  started  and  In  six  week's  time  I  had 
a  church  and  this  is  how  I  got  it. 

I  secured  as  1  said  before,  from  the 
state  secretary,  a  list  of  pastorless 
churches,  churches  they  were  that 
were  pastorless  beenuse  no  other 
preacher  would  have  them.  Weak 
ones,  alseep  ones,  dead  ones  quarrel¬ 
some  ones,  fighting  ones  hard  ones. 
The  one  I  finally  accepted,  or  rather 
captured,  was  all  of  this  combined.

The  third  one  tfled  me 
two  Sundays,  and  "begged  off”.  The 
fourth  one  ofefred  me  $26.00  a  month 
to  do  the'r  "visiting”.  I  carefully 
pocketed  their  offer,  telling  them  that 
I  might  later  accept  it,  and  went  to 
the  fifth,  and  they  extended  me  a 
call — yes,  a  ca'I — for  four  months', 
I  promptly  accepted  it,  although  the 
salary  was  Just  eleven  dollars  a  week. 
I  tell  you  that  church  hired  a  Doctor 
of  Theology  mighty  cheap  at  that 
time  But  I  thrilled  with  the  thought 
that  I  had  a  congregation  now  that

at  least.  The  very  first  things,  how¬ 
ever,  that  I  actually  did  was  to  step

■-ady  for  I  had  a  church.  (I  did  not 
II  her  that  It  was  Just  for  four 
months.)  So  we  were  married,  and

Hev.  Robert  H.  Glover,  M.  D.,  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  missionary  leader  of  many 
years'  exeperlence  in  China  is  now  a 
member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Moody 
Bible  Institute  of  Chicago  as  director 
of  its  -Missionary  Course.

'The  honeyed  words  of  the  Japanese 
delegates  to  the  conference  will  not 
deceive  the  informed  Washington  offi¬ 
cials,'  he  said  to  a  reporter,  ‘but  apol¬ 
ogist^  for  Japan  are  so  numerous  that 
I  believe  It  timely  to  voice  an  emphat¬ 
ic  protest  against  acceptance  of  Japan¬ 
ese  representations  at  their  face  value.  1 
Influential  Americans  have  had  the  ' 
wool  pulled  over  their  eyes  on  their  I 
visits  to  Japan  and  have  returned 
voicing  their  entire  confidence  in  the 
kindly  attitude  and  purpose  of  the 
Japanese.  As  to  the  people  of  Japan  as 
a  whole,  this  need  not  be  questioned. 
The  masses  are  so  occupied  with  the 
struggle  for  existence  that  they  know  1 
and  care  little  or  nothing  about  their  ‘ 
country's  foreign  relations.

Mr.  Frank  M.  Goodloe  one  of  the 
most  substantial  and  best  beloved  clt- 
ixena  of  Flora  passed  away  last  Satur¬ 
day  at  his  family  residence.  The  de¬ 
ceased  had  apparently  been  In  perfect 
health,  but  was  suddenly  seised  with  a 
stroke  of  paralysis  from  which  he

It  Involve*  church 
sovereignty.  Individual  freedom,  open 
church  membership,  Infant  baptism, 
l-ellever  s  baptism,  whatever  of  ap-’ 
proach  Is  made  to  baptismal  regen¬ 
eration.  orders  in  the  ministry,  open 
communion,  with  every  sort  of  thing 
that  exists,  or  may  hereafter  exist, 
To  accept  alien  Immersion  would  be 
the  first  and  the  most  Important 
step  toward  dlsentegratlon  of  church 
Integrity  and  responsibility.  If  bap¬ 
tism  Is  not  of  sufficient  Importance 
to  demand  Its  purity  of  form  and 
meaning  then  nothing  that  Christ 
said  to  us.  or  left  with  us  should  be 
held  sacred  to  His  memory.

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There  is  an  argument  of  Immense 
value  In  the  matter  of  uninformltx. 
Why  should  any  Christian  ask  to  be 
received  Into  a  church  on  terms  that 
had  in  them  the  suspicion  of  being 
Incorrect.  If  one  Is  unwilling  to  dis¬ 
credit  his  former  baptism  there  Is 
one  of  two  thing*  true  about  him ; 
Either  he  Is  unwilling  to  discredit 
the  connection  frign  which  he  come*, 
or  the  church  which  he  proposes  to 
Join. 

There  la  no  other  denomination  In 
existence  which  holds  baptism  In  the 
same  relation  to  salvation  as  do  the 
Baptists.  Baptists  do  not  administer 
baptism  for  the  sake  of  the  persona 
who  are  baptised,  but  for  a  testimony 
to  the  world  of  the  reality  and  sav¬ 
ing  power  of  the  Son  of  Ood  who  was 
dead  and  now  lives  In  triumphant 
glory  because  He  could  not  be  holden 
by  the  grave.
